Teen-Agers 
Sentenced 
To Death 


NEW YORK (UPI) ^ Two 
teen-aged murderers, known as 
*nhe Cape Man” and the ”Um 
bfeOa Man," were sentenced 
yesterday to die in Sing Sing 
I's al ee tr ic chair. They 
were among th# youngest per^ 
sons ever to face execution in 
New York StaU. 

The killers, members of 
street gang called the Vam 
pires. terroiized New York's 
Hell's Kitchen area in a sum¬ 
mer Juvenile crime srave in 
1950. 

They are Salvador Agron, 
16, the Cape Man. and Luis 
Hemandex, 17, the Umbrella 
Man. 

The pair and four other 
street toughs atucked a group 
of youngsters ip * playground 
Aug. 30, 1950, fatally stabbing 
two boys and wounding a third.

Vast Medical Stockpile 
Ready for Atomic Attack 


ARNPRIOR, Ont. (CP)—Canada is stockpil¬ 
ing $18,0(X),(XX) worth of medical supplies and 
sp^ally-designed “packaged” hospital and treat¬ 
ment centres in case of nuclear attack. 

Dr. R. D. Hardman, chief of the emergency 
health services branch, federal health department, 
told Atlantic province mayors here Thursday that' 
$11,(X)0,()D00 worth pf equipment and supplies are 
on hand. Another $7,000,000 is being spent on 
additional supplies. 

He said 620 treatment centres and portable 
hospitals are being spotted across the country in 
every province for quick movement to evacuation 
areas in event of a nuclear atatck. 

Dr. Hardman, a medical doctor, said that 


should an attack come there would be hundreds 
of thousands of patients. Supplies must be on hand 
to save their lives. Mhst pharmaceutical companies 
were in target areas and would he destroyed in‘a 
nuclear attack. It was up to governments to make 
sure me^cines would be available. 

Dentists, veterinarians, laboratory technicians 
and other medical experts must he trained, he 
said, to help take the tremendous wftrtlme loads off 
doctors by treating less serious casualties. 

Neighborhoods would be provided with health 
haversacks equipped for minor care of people 
being evacuate. 

The 200 packaged hospitals, especially boxed 
for long storage, will be shipped to schools. 


churches or other buildings for 
evacuation periods. Each will contain 
reception rooms and three operating rooms. They 
will have their own power and water supplies. 

These will be augmented by 420 smaUer 
advanced - treatment centres, available in 10 
regional depots in every province by December. 
Eighteen mtodel units now are available for train¬ 
ing purposes. 

Spread out acrota the provinces will be 
1,2CX) packaged disaster units containing equipment 
and supplies to nipplement hospital facilities. 

A portable clothing sorting machine is being 
designed to handle rapid distribution of clothes, 
blankets and other covering equipment

Khrushchev Will Agree 
British Leader Thinks 


LONDON (Reutert)—Prime Minlfter Mtcmillan 
sgld Thursday he believed Premier Khruihchev would 
agree to another Summit conferanot aome time after 
the American presidential electiona. 

Macmillan conferred with 
^Khrushchev for 1^ hours on 
tha eve of his departure by 
air from New York WadMS- 
day. Ht held a cabinet meet 
tqg shortly after hia antval 
riWiaday kftemoan, repotting 
in detaU on hla 10 days of tilki 
inside and outaida tha United 
Nationa. 

Macmillan made these 
points to reporters at London 
Airport: 

1. He is more hopeful about 
East-West relations than he 
was after the abortive Summit 
Uiks in Paris last May. 

3. Khrushchev "overplayed 
his hand " at the UN General 
Assembly. ”I-do not think Mr. 

Khruahehev had it all hla own 
way. He thought be would 
rather stampede the thing and 
pinch the whole ahow.'^ 

3. BriUin, at leader of the 
Commonwealth, must stand 
firm. "It ia no good our throw¬ 
ing away our weapons and 
running around in disorder.” 

4. Elaat-Weat problems 
should be disentangled one by 
one through "patient negotia¬ 
tion.” 

5. It would bo "a terrible 
mistake” to give in to 
preaaure and make structural 
changes in the United' Nationa 
at this time. ”Once you do

S O the people have a choice between •‘free enter¬ 
prise” and “socialism,” have they ? This* idea 
was tossed .around casually during the last provin¬ 
cial election campaign. 

It is complete nons^ense. I suspect that many 
of the people who talked about this alleged battle 
between the angels and the forces of darkne^ 
were aware that they were talking through their 
hats. Others succeeded in fooling themselves. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican cwdidate for 
vice-president of the Ui^ted States, said on tele¬ 
vision recently that there was a place for both 
public and private enterprise in the American 
economy. And he is no left-winger. 

Two of the real achievements of B.C.'s Social 
Credit government were completing the PGE rail¬ 
way and establishing the new ferry service. It is 
true that government and people showed wretched 
ingratitude to the Canadian Pacific Railway, whose 
railway and ships literally built this province. 

There is a soUd argument for saying that the 
government should not have created the ferry 
system at all. Nevertheless, the government did 
make a good ferry system. 

The score has not yet been added up, but so 
far it looks as though the ferry system is a 
ful experiment in public ownership. A rabble- 
rouser might call It an experiment In socialism, 
a ♦ ♦ 

The CCF, like the Social Crediters, stand for 
a mixed economy, bath p rivate and public. The 
only difference Is that the CCF wants more public 
ownership. It w’ould try to take over the B.O. 
Electric, and set up a system of government car 
insurance. 

Don't Imagine that the trend is all one Why. 
some of the things that we usually look upon as 
pubhr business may move into private hands. 

Victoria, for example, is reported to be consid¬ 
ering the Idea of a private-enterprise dty hall, with 
stores on the ground floor and city floors upstairs. 
It isn’t a new idea. Certain other towns have it. 

What next? TVo rival post offices, each one 
claimijv in advertisments to be faster and niK)re 
reliable than the other? 

Such a system might work, for all I know. 
But for honesty’s sake, we should get rid of the 
notion of “private enterprise versus socialism” as a 
battle between St. George and the dragon. (Decide 
which one is the dragon according to your own 
poUtieal views.) 

In fact, the struggle Is between two human fac¬ 
tions who both have reasonable motives. The issue 
is not between black and white, but between light 
grey and dark grey._

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All Hope Is Not Gone 


A SOVIET military authority has 
written in a Russian magazine 
, that a nuclear war between East and 
' West would kiU up to 600,000.000 
persons in Russia, the U.S.A. and 
Ixirope. Canada would undoubtedly 
come into this oihlt 

This is not a new estimate; others 
have pointed to similar resulU in 
event of a global outbreak involving 
nuclear weapons. Such a prospect 
scarpely bears thinking about, but its 
potentUd horror is probably the best 
safeguard for peace. It has been sug¬ 
gested that to China—because* life is 
cheap there and H has millions of 
•‘expendables”—a nuclear war has no 
dread, but no other nation can afford 
such callous complacency. 

Not even Soviet Russia, in spite 
of the belligerence of Prernier 
Khrushchev at the UN where, as 
Prime Minister Mera^ of Australia 
put it, he ‘*has sought to convert the 
United Nations into the disunited na¬ 
tions.” No more than the West can 
Russia be anxious for a war which 
would leave it in chaos and utter 
ruin. ^ 

It Is a continuing Communist aim 
to spread its dominance but for all 


his rantinn Mr. Khrushchev If^ 
shrewd and calculating individual. He 
would divide and conquer—and will 
if he can—but barring some Unfore¬ 
seed accident he will stop short of 
war. The latter would be the end of 
his Soviet regime as well ks the de¬ 
mise of others. 

The prospects for peaceful living 
are stUl not dieerful. The cold war 
has been intensified by Mr. Khrush¬ 
chev’s implacable attitudes and the 
world wiu continue on its uneasy 
perch for years to come. This was 
implicit in the farewell message of 
Prime Minister Macmillan—whose 
speech at the UN was the most out¬ 
standing contribution of Its present 
session—as he left for home. 

’There is no room for either fool¬ 
ish optimism or too much pessimism, 
he said. It will be a long time before 
a settlement of East-West problems 
is reached, but he counselled patiehce 
arid urged the West to work quietly 
for peace without sacrifice of its prin¬ 
ciple of freedom. 

'That coupled with the deterrent 
Inherent in the etimated casualty 
roll of a nuclear war offers the best 
prospect that somehow all will be 
well in the end.

If the election is r^rded as a 
test of free enterpriw versus social¬ 
ism—or what passes for socialism in 
the OCF—then free enterprise won 
hands down. 

Disregarding the votes given to 
the Cowununistj and Indepcndenta, 
the return of voting shows that 662,* 
109 spumed the CCF and what H 
stands for. Out of a total vote of 
995356, that amounts to emphatic 
rejection. 

The CCF may make much of the 
fact that it came doee to defeating 
Premier Bennett’s govemmeiit, but 
cannot blink the fact that the great 
majority of British Columbians want 
no part of socialism, the CCF-labor 
merger and the poBcy of nationaliza¬ 
tion of induMry to which the party 
it ple<j^ed.

universality. 

This Is the beBef that all autono¬ 


mous nstioaa, and certainly all 
major nattona. abould be represented 
in UN If the wortd organization Is to 
do an effsctlvo job of mediating 
and ooncilUting international dis¬ 
putes. In tMa view, a government's 
virtue or lack of it has uotMng to do 
with tha case tor UN membership. 
Indeed, the more obatreperous a re¬ 
gime la. the more desirable It is to 
subject It to the pacifying and mod- 
caratlng Influences within the UN. 

We would not expect UN mem- 
bersMp to transform overnight the 
belligerent character of Communist 
Chtna. But a government that rules 
600,000,000 people must surely be 
brought into the dlscusskMi of ques¬ 
tions Which will determine war or 
peace, annihilation or human sur- 
vivM.

Most feared and revqred member 
of the African tribe and more po w er- 
ful than either the vlllsge headman 
or tilt paramount chief, is the 
Mganga, or witchdoctor. To him the 
African goes to be healed of sickness, 
to obtain advice on the value of o 
woman he wishes to purchase, to see 
what lies in the future, or to place a 
curse on another tribesman. Tha 
Mganga to consulted by a warrior 
before a battle or a hunt to make him 
both invincible and invtolble. He may 
also roll the bones to predict tha 
future of the foray. NotMn^ to . 
beyond his espsbUities. 

These witch doctors who number 
thousands throughout Africa, play a 
vital part In the continuing pattern of 
tribal life. Each of the major tribes 
has several* employ ing greater or 
lesser powers and possessing degrees 
of seniority. They are also to bt 
found in the wild veldtlsnd villsge|i, 
tai the great mining cities and in tlw 
smaller towna. They are as catholic 
as the powers which are attributed 
them. Many of them art nomads who 
wander from point to point selling 
their favors •and powers to the 
highest bidders wielding tromendoua 
influence over African industrial 
workers who have become separated 
from their own people.

Compensation Appeals 

Mr. Eades. QC, the chairman of the Woi kmen's Com¬ 
pensation Boafd, was recently quoted as saying that 
under the Industrial Injuries Act in Briuin appeals to the 
courts on questions of fact had nqt been allowed since 
1946 and that now there were no appeals allowed in Bri¬ 
tain against questions of fact under the said act. 

If Mr. Eades was reported correctly, then his state- 
menis are completely mi^ading. 

It Is true that appeals to the courts ceased in 1946, 
but ilr. Eades did not indicate that in the place of these 
appeals local tribunals were brought in under the act 
conalsting of three members; one representing employ¬ 
ers, one representing employees, and a chairman who is 
a lawyer and whp is appointed by the lord chancellor. 

These tribunals are, in fact, independent tribunals 
and do deal with questions of fact In compensation cases. 
A decision of these tribunals is binding on the department 
concerned and on the appellant, subject to a further ap- 
peal to a commissioner, the commissioner bein^ a bar¬ 
rister or advocate of not less than ten years* standing. 
The commissioner is also appointed by the lord chahpel- 
lor, and he has power to call in two other commissioners 
to sit with him If it appears that the appeal involves **a 
question of law of spe^I difficulty.** He can also call in 
expert assessors if the appeal involves ''questions of fact 
of special difficulty ** 

The appellanu are entitled to be legally represented 
before these tribunals if they so desire, and it should be 
note<hthat these tribunals are in addition to the medical 
appeal tribunals which are also In operation under the 
British Industrial Injuries Act

WOODWARD’S

Whenever two or more gardenem 
are gathered together at this time of 
the y^'ar. the argument will be sure 
to arise aa to whether it pay* to sow 
aweet peaa in the fall. This hardy 
perennial battle has been vs aging now 
lor more years than I care to 
remember. 

Let’s face it - fail aowing. without 
a coldframe or cloches, is definitely a 
gamble but. in a reasonably sheltered 
site, It is a worthwhile gamble. You 
may lose your plants through inclem¬ 
ent weather one year out of three but, 
when the gamble comes off, you get 
stronger plants and better and earlier 
flowers. In England, with a climate 
similar to ours, the Daily Mail cup, 
awarded every year for the 12 best 
vases of sweet peas, has never been 
won by any blooms other than those 
from fall-sown plants. 

a A a 

Fall-sown sweet peas seem jto act 
almost like biennials. Aftei- an initial 
spurt of growth in cool fall weather, 
the plants stand still and rest in mid¬ 
winter. which seems to give them 
additional Vigor when growth resumes 
in early spring. Perhaps thgy keep 
on growing at the roots in cold 
weather, developing a bigger and 


more branched root aystem. The 
plants are hardier and late spring 
frosts which would kill seedlings 
raised in warmth have no effect what¬ 
ever on these winter-acclimatized 
plants. \ 

I am very much against the use of 
the usual sweet pea trench for these 
fall-sown pUnts. Our biggest hazard 
in winter la not so much low temper¬ 
ature but soggy wet conditions and 
puddled ground. Sweet peas can take 
a surprising amount of dry cold, only 
to parish miserably from root rot if 
the soil is permitted to become a sea 
of gooey mud. . 

* a a 

A tr^rich, no matter how well con¬ 
structed. tends to become a drainage 
sump for all the surface water in the 
garden. Better by far la a slightly 
raised bed or a siU' protected by a 
drainage ditch on either aide to carry 
off Burplua water. 

I think it pays. too. to sprout the 
seeds before sowing them, for a 
sprouted seed is less likely to rot 
than one which lies dormant. Seeds 
may be sprouted indoors in slightly 
dampened san<] or.vermiculite or in 
an old-fashioned ^'seed dolly." This is 
a length of clean flannel cloth, acakled 
and sterilized in boiling water and 


wrung out. Seedi are spaced out on 
the damp flannel and the whole thing 
is rolled upland placed in a warm 
cupboard. The dolly is unrolled and 
examined daily and the sprouted seeds 
removed and sown in the prepared 
seed bed. 

★ ★ e 

I like to dust my seeds with an 
anti-rot seed dressing before setting 
them to germinate in the seed dolly 
and again Just before sowing. Rot is 
the important enemy to combat, and 
a protective coating of Are sen. 
Cereaan M, Spergon or Terrachlor 
will go a long way To keep this fungus 
Infection at bay. 

Seeds are sown an inch deep and 
six inches apart in the prepared site 
and I think it pays to cover each 
sown seed with an up-ended Jam jar 
to hasten emergence of the seedling. 
Once the seedlings come through, the 
Jars are removed and the baby planU 
grown on as hardily as possible. 

If you have no cloches to cover the 
plants during periods of really severe 
weather, it is a good idea to have a 
supply of dry straw handy. This can 
be heaped loosely over the plants 
during the emergency but should be^ 
removed as soon as the weather* 
moderates.

Vast Medical Stockpile 
Ready for Atomic Attack 


ARNPRIOR. Ont. (CP)—Canada Is stockpil- 
ing $18,(X)0,0(X) worth of medical supplies and 
specially-deidgned ‘*i>ackaged" hospital and treat¬ 
ment centres in case of nuclear attack. 

Dr. R. D. Hardman, chief of the emergency 
health services branch, federal health department, 
told Atlantic province mayors here Thunday that 
$11,000,(X)00 worth of equipment and supplies are 
on hand. Another $7,000.(X)0 is being spent on 
additional supplies. 

He said 620 treatment centres and portable 
hospitals are being spotted across the country in 
every province for quick movement to evacuation 
areas in event of a nuclear atatck. 

Dr. Hardman, a medical doctor, said that 


should an attack come there would be hundreds 
of thousands of patients. Supplies must be on hand 
to save their lives. Most pharmaceutical companies 
were in target areas and would be destroyed in a 
nuclear attack. It was up to governments to make 
sure medicines would be available. 

Dentists, veterinarians, laboratory technicians 
and other medical experts must be trained, he 
said, to help take the tremendous wartime loads off 
doctors by treating less serious casualties. 

Neighborhoods would be provided with health 
haversacks equipped for minor care of people 
belngwacuat^. 

Hie 200 packaged hospitals, especially boxed 
for long storage, will be shipped to schools, 


churches or other buildings for setting up In 
evacuation periods. Each will contain 200 beds, 
reception rooms and three operating rooms. They 
will have their own power and water supplies. 

These will be augmented by 420 smaller 
advanced • treatment centres, available in 10 
regional depots in every province by December. 
Eighteen model units now are available for train¬ 
ing purposes. 

Spread oqf across the provinces will be 
1,200 packaged disaster imits oontaining equipment 
and supplies to supplement hospital facilities. 

A portable cloOiiiig sorting machine is being 
designed to handle rapid (fistnbution of dothes, 
blankets and other covering equipment

ARNPRIOR, Ont. (CP)—Canada is stockpil¬ 
ing $18,0(X),(X)0 worth of medical supplies and 
specially-designed “packaged” hospital and treat¬ 
ment centres in casr of nuclear attack. 

Dr. R. D. Hardman, chief of the emergency 
health services branch, federal health depai^tment. 
told Atlantic proving* mayors here Thursday that 
$11,(X)0,0000 worth of equipment and supplies are 
on hand. Another $7,000,(X)0 is being ^nt on 
additional supplies. 


He said 620 treatment centrea.and portable 
hospitals are being spotted across the country in 
every pro^ce for quick movement to evacuation 
areas In event of a nuclear ata^ck. 

Dr. Hardman, a medical .doctor, said that 
should an attack come there would be hundreds 
of thousands of patients. Supplies must be on hand 
to save their lives. Most pharmaceutical companies 
were in target areas and would be destroyed in a 


nuclear attack. It was up to governments to make 
sui-e medicines would be available. 

Dentists, veterinainans. laboratory technicians 
and other medical experts must be trained, he 
said, io help take the tremendous wartime loads off 
doctors* by treating less serious casualties. 

Neighborhoods would be provided with health 
haversacks equipped for minor care of people 
being evacuated. 

The 200 packaged hospitals, especially boxed 


for long storage, will be shipped to schools' 
churches or other buildings for setting up in 
evacuation periods. Each, will contain ^ beds, 
reception rooms and three operating rooms. They 
will have their own power and water supplies. 

These will be augmented by 420 smaller 
advanced - treatment centres, available in 10 
regional depots in every province by December. 
Eighteen model units now are available for train¬ 
ing purposes.

The break 
down was 849,956 for and 775, 
978 against. 

The last constituencies to be 
counted, all strongholds of 
nationalist Prime Minister 
Hendrik Verwoerd. assured the 
success of his plan for a re¬ 
public. 

'The pro-republic forces shot 
into the lead 'Thursday night 
after overcoming an early lead 
of ..more than 150,000 votes 
held by anti-republic groups. 

The foes of the move to 
make the country a republic 
had their main support among 
city-dwelling, English-speaking 
aegments of the population, 
who voted early. 

But once the results started 
coming in from the strongly- 
iiatlonallstic, Afrikans farm 
Ing areas, the early antl-repub- 
Lc lead was quickly erased.
